If you must have pudding at an un- 
expected moment you desire a recipe 
that is easy and quick of preparation. 
The pudding that is quickest made !s 
given the name of Minute pudding. Ev- 
ery housewife knows how to make it by 
the use of cornstarch, but I want to give 
you a recipe that requires no cornstarch. 
It is an old formula, but worthy of a 
trial. 

Measure out one quart of milk. Mix 
one pint of flour with a half teaspoonful 
of salt, and make it into a smooth bat- 
ter with part of the milk, and put the 
remainder of the milk on to boll in a but- 
tered saucepan. Beat two eggs very 
light, stir them into the paste and beat 
well. When the milk boils add the other 
mixture and stir rapidly until it is as 
thick as mush. Serve immediately with 
cream sweetened and flavored to taste. 

Another pudding easily and quickly 
made is the baked apple pudding that 
every housewife knows how to make. 
Let me suggest that in serving it you 
try ice cream as a sauce. Vanila is the 
better flavor for this use. Following 


CELERY VINEGAR. 

One quart of fresh celery chopped fine; 
one quart of vinegar, one tablespoonful 
of salt and one of white sugar. Put the 
celery into a jar, heat the vinegar, sugar 
and salt, and pour it boiling hot over the 
celery. Let it cool, then cover closely 
and set away. In two weeks, strain and 
bottle. One quarter of a pound of celery 
seed may be used instead of the fresh 
celery. : 


HASHED STEAK ON TOAST. 

An excellent way to use cold beefsteak, 
of which there is often some left over, 
is to remove al] fat, bone gristle, and 
chop it fine. Put it in a stewpan with a 
tablespoon of butter, a seasoning of salt 
and pepper, and enough boiling water to 
moisten it. Place it where it will keep 
hot. Toast and butter thin siices of 
bread, and pour the hashed meat over 
them. 


MUTTON PIE WITH TOMATOES. 

Spread the bottom of a baking dish 
with crumbs and fill with alternate lay- 
ns of cold roast mutton cut in thin 
slices and tomatoes peeled and sliced. 
Season each layer with™pepper, salt 
and bits of butter. The last layer should 
be of tomatoes spread with bread 
crumbs. Bake three-quarters of an hour 
and serve immediately.

“That-is banquet style,” you will prob- 
ably say, but does that make the course 
any the less desirable? You desire to 
make your table attractive to your hus- 
band and to guests, and the addition I 
suggest is neither costly nor laborious.

Serve some butter or soft crackers 
toasted with a mild cheese some day 
and see if your labor is wasted. Another 
day try a combination of hard crackers 
and potted cheese, -and when you have 
leisure a combination of cheese-madein 
this way: Mash together equal parts of 
Rochefort and mild cream or Neuchatel 
cheese and when well'mixed and creamy 
add a few drops of tobasco sauce. Serve 
with hot crackers. 

Be sure your coffee is served hot. 
Warm coffee is an abomination. 

These are but a few hints for closing 
up your dinner, but if adopted will please, 
and that is your desire as well as mine.

One of the most terrible accidents in 
the history of the town took place at the 
Boston & Maine railroad station, Tues.

Little Mamie MeMullen, the eight year

—€J—A——————————— | the station, enough to throw a man off 
his feetit he did not take care. 

Although there were hackmen, section 
hands und several officials about the 
station, none of them saw the accident 
and nothing was known of it until Mrs 
McMullen came rushing into the waiung 
rvom and asked agent Kimball if her 
daughter had been killed. Surprised by 
the question Mr. Kiwball called Baggage 
Master Frye and itquired if he knew 
that anyone had been killed. Mr, Frye 
said he had heard of no accident. He 
went out at ounce, however, and looked 
on tbe track. He discuvered a shapeless 
mass ob the east track, directly oppusite 
the baggage room at the north end of the 
station. Closer inspection “showed~that. 
it was the bleeding and mangled remains 
vofachild. By this time the mother had 
become frantic in her grief. Her hus- 
baud soon arrived on the scene and tried 
in vain toconsule her. The sorrowing 
woman, nearly heartbroken had to be 
taken to her home on School Street. 

Search for the remains was continued 
and-portions of the little child’s body 
were found strewn along the track for 
some distance. One little hand was 
picked up on the platform 10 or 15 feet 
trom where the shapeless body lay. ‘The 
scalp was found near the Essex Street 
crossing. Pertions of the child’s clothes

THANKSGIVING DAY 


Cold and Rainy. Church Observances, 
Discourse by Rev. F. K. Shipman. 


Thanksgiving Day in Andover kept up 
its reputation as far as weather was con- 
cerned and as a result the day was very 
quietly observed. The morning was cold 
and gloomy but, rain started-at noon and 


did not stop for the. remainder of the 
day. Many people spent the holiday out 
of town, Boston taking many. »’ 

There were no athletic-~contests in 
town, except a tou:nament by the Golf 
Club on their links on the bill. A foot- 
ball game on the cricket grounds was 
abandoned on account of the rainstorm. 

Observauces. were made at the ‘church- 
es. Christ Church, held their annual 
Thanksgiving festival Wednesday even- 
ing, the Free church Sunday, and yester- 
day at the 


Soath Church. 


The usual union thanksgiving services 
were held at the South church ail the 
congregations in town uniting. ‘Iberze 
was a good sized audience present. The 
services were conducted by Rev. F. W. | 
Klein of the Baptist church, Rev. Freder- 
ic Palmer of Christ church, Kev, Prof, 
John P. Taylor of the Chapei church and 
Rev. Frank R. Shipman of the South 
Church. 

Mr Shipman preached the sermon and 
spoke as tollows: 


“And thus saith the Lord that formed 
me from the womb to be His servant, to 
bring Jacob again to him: It is too light 
a thing that thou shouldest be my ser- 
vant to raise up.the tribes of Jacob, and 
to restore the preserved of Israel: I will 
also give thee for a light to the Gentiles 
that thou mayest be my salvation unto 
the end of the earth.’’—Isaiah, 49:5-6. 

The Jewish exilé was great-in-his-self 
consciousness. He knew that he knew 
God. The facts that he realized about 
God—the holiness of the Divine charac- 
ter, the grandeur of His being, the 
power of His will,—these, with his own 
keen intellectual contempt for idolatry 
assured him of his unique relation to 
the supreme -Object of all knowledge— 
that he was the mouthpiece of God, the 
sword in a captain’s hand, the servant 
of. the Lord. Hence, his serene faith in 
his own destiny. He continued to write 
on the walls of his ruined holy city, 
“Salvation.” and to call her gates 
“Praise.” From age to age the ‘details 
of the destiny varied. Sometimes he 
saw them vaguely, again they-took-defi-. 
nite shape; but his faith in the future 
did not swerve, because his faith in 
himself.didenot fail, and that because 
his faith in his gift from God was firm 
and fed by growing appreciation of its 
uniqueness as a gift and of the divinity 
of its source, 

From the first the people of this land 
have had a consciousness -of destiny. 
In his “General-Considerations for the 
Plantation of New England,” written 
in 1629, John Winthrop declared: First, 
it will be a service to the church of 
great consequence, to carry the gospel 
into those parts of the world and to 
raise a bulwark against the kingdom 
of Anti-Christ. It is the revealed will of 
God that the gospel should be preached 
to all nations; and’ though we know. not 
whether the Indians will receive it or 
not, yet it is a good work to observe 
God’s will in offering it to them; for 
God shall have glory by it, though they 
‘refuse it.” John Winthrop the younger 
wrote, “It cannot but be/a prosperous 
action which is so well allowed by the 
judgments of God’s prophets, undertak- 
en by so religious and wise worthies 
of Israel, and indented to God’s glory 
in so special a service.” Edward John- 
son locked backward as well aa fore 
| ward. ‘For England’s sake they are go- [ 
(ing from England to pray without ceas- 
ing for England. O England! Thou 
‘shalt find New England prayers pre- 
vailing with their God for thee.” Gov. 
Bradford of Plymouth hoped “that as } 
one small candle may light a thousand { 
so the light kindled here may, in some 
sort, shine even to the whole nation. 
The founders believed in greatness in 
their mission.

Answering objections from the fail- 
ure of prev‘ous colonizing attempts in 
America Winthrop wrote, ‘‘There were | 
great fundamental errors in others, | 
which. are like to avoided in. this; for 
first, their main end and purpose’ Was 
carnal, and not. religious; secondly, 
they aimed chiefly at profit, and not at 
the propagation of religion; thirdly 
they used too unfit instruments, a mul- 
titude of rude, ungovernéd persons, the 
very scum of the land: fourthly, they 
did not establish a right form of gov— 
ernment..” In other words, because 
they themselves were religious, orderly 
men with a high average of education, 
a missionary impulse towards the Indi- 
ans, and a faith in Republican govern- 
ment, they reckoned that their colo- 
ny for farming and trade would suc- 
ceed, and would mean to the world 
something, they did.not say how much. 
Their, foreground was success and use- 
fulness after a perhaps severe struggle; 
their background was dim as distant 
hills, but it was essential to their cour- 
age and enthusiasm-that-the-dim-hilis 
were there—high, and the land “very 
far off.” 

The century that followed the death 
of the founders was in many respects a 
dreary one. Voices grew harsher; man- 
ners grew rougher, morals deteriorated, 
aims became as carnal as those which 
Winthrop had blamed; religion lost 
both depth and breadth; the beams of 
intellectual culture paled and dwindled 
like the rays of a November sun. But 
all the while it was not November it 
was March. If our American book of 
Exodus is interesting, our book of 
Judges is hardly less so. The revivals 
of religion occurring once in nine or 
ten years, assures one that nobility, en- 
ergy, and “hope’s perpetual breath” 
were in the people. The district school- 
houses. wer a building,—‘‘martello- 
towers that protect our coast” as Low- 
ell calls them, certificates of a “sa. 
cred debt which the -Commonwealth 
owed to everyone of her children.” The 
town meeting was winning its demo- 
cratic triumphs, and little swarms of 
homespun citizens were showing them- 
selves capable of being drawn off from 
the parent hive, and in the new loca- 
tion of Maine or New Hampshire, re- 
taining church, school, town meeting, 
all the necessary apparatus for making 
their original kind of honey. The so- 
called right of the first born was being 
happily forgotten. Land transfer was 
made easy. Indeed, what object was 
there in keeping it difficult, and through 
out the otherwisé dreary records of the 
French-Indian wars there sounds now 
and again a pecular note: It was the 
note of expectation, of destiny. Much of 
the rejoicing adopted: conventional lan- 
guage, that New France has Passed 
from “that tyrant Louis” under “our 
George’s gentle sway,” but somehow 
though the bottle was old, the spirit of 
those colonial militia was new. By and 
by the Book of Judges was to come to 
‘an end, and-a-new book would begin |

with its Samuel and its David, its ag 
am and its Henry, its Washington and 
its Jefferson. 

Our ancestors preserved through the 


colonial period-all-that made them wor. _ 
thy of destiny. Something. théy lost of 


spiritual sweep and stature; but: even. 
Foreign Missions were not left without 
their witnesses, and shone consecrateg 
by the great name.of Jonathan mq. 
wards and the young knighthood of Da. 
vid Brainerd. Their educational struct. 
ures had not towers nor pinnacles ag 
yet, but were broad of base. And they 
had gained much in the use and faith of 
‘government by the people. They passe 
through the astonishing. transforma. 
tion into a nation, and on across the 
threshold of the present-century, seei 
more clearly what their mission was ag 
a “peculiar people,” (to use the old Jew. 
ish phrase) discerning more _ eagerly 
their high relation to the places of the 
race and the glory of God, - 

For a time that relation was to be 
one of example and silent refuge. 
A thousand leagues, the zone of liberty, 
here stands man’s refuge from his past 
Unkinged, unchurched, unsoldiered. 
” Washington’s farewell address point. 
éd out the true path, and a magnificent 
internal life, untroubled by Europe nor 
troubling her, became our goal. Dick. 
ens’ American novel, ‘Martin’ Chuz. 
zlewit,” delineates laughably enough, 
the self-glorification of that era; but 
it did not come within his purpose to re. 
mark, very likely he did not understang 
that the greatness of mraching events 
almost: justified the universal spreading 


of eagle’s wings. Every hotel keeper 
who named his hotel “National” or 
“United States” was doing uncon.

tion with long agony. We can afford 
now to smile with Dickens while he 
pokes fun at Hon. Efijah,Pogram de. 
fending our “institutions,” but it wag 
‘just as well we came to know that we 
had “institutions” 
sophomoric rhetoric of the years before 
the war was the froth upon the waves, 
long waves that were carrying church, 
school, language, law, government, to 
the Pacific. 

A moment ago I said that our destiny 
semed from the Revolution through the 
Civil war to be a splendid and happy 
isolation. True; and yet it was broken 
at two points. 

In 1822 there, was thought to be dan- 
ger that Spain, aided by the Holy Alli- 
ance of which she was a member would 
try to bring certain countries in South 
America once more beneath her sway, 
The next annual message of our Presi- 
‘dent contained a-féw-words,-intimating 
that any foreign nation attempting to 
extend its system of government to 
this.-hemisphere must,account to the 
greater (and yet not at that time very 
great) ‘Republic of North America, The 
words were written by. John Quincy 
Adams, then secretary of State. They 
were suggested by George Canning, 
who as England’s secretary for foreign 
affairs, bore no love forthe Holy~ Al- 
liance Under the name the ‘Monroe 
Doctrine,” they serve to recall one of 
the weakest of our presidents and will 
make him one of the longest remember- 
ed of them in history. The Monroe Doc- 
trine warned off any other nation than 
Svain, its then owner, from Cuha in 
1825, it escorted the French out of Mex- 
ico in 1865, and 30 years later it was'as- 
serted roughly but successfully against 
the British in Venezuela. Its spirit was 
in the air of the late war. On what fur- 
ther occasions its weapons may be used, 
who can tell? 

One other mark we have shown, of & 
sense that we stand stewards for the 
principles of our Christian Republic in 
the affairs of the larger world. Our for- 
eign missionaries ‘have become 2500 in 
90 vears. With Great Britain we are 
and are to pe the great Mfsstorary na- 
tion. And the seeds of Christianity scat- 
tered by American hands must always 
in their growth produce the fruit of 
democratic ideas and representative 
government, is proved in Hawaiii, Bul- 
garia, and Japan. Can anything be 
plainer than that the United States do 
not need to own a rod of land outside 


our continental domain in order to 
serve a worldwide liberty, order, and 
justice? By the peaceful method of 


moral example we have ministered to 
the divine conception of manhood in ev- 
ery European country, and have 
thus made prevailing prayers fer not 
England only, after a fashion of 
which Edward Johnson did not dream. 
And oh! What a mighty gospel. is that 
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American churches—those missionaries 
who shall before many years number 
twice 2500. Its methods are simple, yet 
no other than those which are as 
arteries to our domestic life; the sober 
instruction of the church meeting house 
the laborious tasks of the school. A 
mighty gospel; mighty in its divinity, 
mighty im its humanity, exalted in its 
purity, exalting to all family and social 
life; glorious in its faith in man and in 
that which. gives it, faith in God. A 
gospel which may well awe them who 
send it forth, and bid-them ask whether 
they themselves are true enough to its 
faith, -sufficiently..proficient in its prac- 


tice, to. feel themselves called to™ bey" 


teachers instead of learners. 


“Brethren, I can do no more this morn- 


ing than-indicaté an answer that 
question. Witm the burst of exultation 
that followed the close of the Civil war, 
our age of jaunty and boastful — opti- 
mism passed away, I think foréver. Yet 
in the reaction to sober anxiety which 
shows itself in some quarters, there‘are 
extremes at least, there is danger of 
them, Our land is so-much a land of 
wonders that we have céased to won- 
der. This miracle of a nation three 
thousand miles across, 70 million self- 
governing people. is no longer a miracle 
in our eyes, Self-governing do I say? 
No doubt; we have not mastered the 
art of good government, but do. not 
let us forget how far we have gone to- 
wards doing so. It saddens us to see 
that we are not exempt from the oppo- 
sition of class and class, the vulgar as- 
sumptions of wealth and the bitter 
problems of poverty; but after all the 
air is charged with liberty, and the 
moral health of equality is here. What 
nation on’ earth has the assimilating 
power that ours has? Put the French- 


. man in England.and he is a Frenchman 


still. But here there is only one flag. 
The Italian in the ditches would rather 
say “Hulla” than “Buon journo,” and 
we would rather have him, Thére is 
only one netionality that does not show 
itself as yet tractable to our marvel- 
ous touch, and so today when all the 
peoples gather round our national 
Thanksgiving board I say God bless the 
Chinamen, a little the most for he needs 
it a little the most. Not in all respects 
are we a united people; yet the grand- 
eur of what is achieved is sometimes 
startling. To me this summer it was 
a constant experience to find Massachu- 
setts reproduced in Michigan, and that 
state again quite faithfully copied in 
Idaho and Oregon. How often I said to 
some deacon of a little home mission- 
ary church, “You are from New Eng- 
land, I judge,” “No,” would be the re-~ 
ply, “from Wisconsin,” or ‘from Io- 
wa,” The truth is that two thirds of the 
states of our ution’ were reeked in the 
Massachusetts cradle,—it came over in 
the Mayflower. Almost everywhere you 
will find a little knot of men and wo- 
men standing for the New England 
ideals, the New England church, its 
school, its Sunday. Their hands, like the 
hands of Moses, need holding up by the 
Xians of the East, and we will hold 
them up. Brethren, until now, I believe 
our nation has been measurably true 
to its principles and successful in meet- 
ing its problems. I do not forget the 
continued wrongs. of the negro and the 
Indian; the growth of bossism, the de- 
cay of the nominating system, the cor- 
ruption of legislatures, the ignorant 
weakness of our monetary policy, the 
easy sufferance of corporations to grow 
rich on cheaply bought franchises and 
tariff articles framed for their benefit. 
But anxiety need not-take-on-the tone 
of ‘melancholy, nor foreboding lose hold 
of, ‘the larger faith that benefits -the 
countrymen ‘of: Lincoln. 
“Then fearless walk we forth, 
Yet full of ‘trembling messengers of 
God; 
Our warrant sure but doubting of our 
worth, 
By our own shame alike

One more word. I have spoken hither- 
to as if America’s destiny was to be 
within herself unsoldiered, unsailored, 
peaceful, persuasive. strong, in magni- 
ficentgmight of influence. Until this 
year fw of us thought of it as difler- 
ent; and the opportunities to make it 
different were rejected. I need not tell 
you that a-great new order has come. 
In- this marvelous year 1898 a great 
change has cometo the world, and the 
change to ourselves greater than to any 
other nation except that to waterlogged 
China. The old world has passed away. 
No longer the Mediterranean but the 
outer ocean is the meeting place of the 
nations, As another has said: “Instead 
of being as in the old order of things, 
far at one side, the United States stands 
full in the midst, midway between Eu- 
rope and its goal in the farther East.’ 

But profoundly interesting as this 
change in_ the world-felationship is 
bound to be to us, our own altered cir- 
cumstances are more intelligible. Ha- 
waii, Porto Rico, Cuba, the Philippines, 
what does it evidently all mean? 

Here again, I can but touch and go. 
Certain things ,are plain. We do not 
want it to happen. It seems almost im- 
possible to fuse the future on to what 
has gone on before. Never except at the 
Revolution and at the Civil War has 
there been a crisis with us when faith 
clinging to the sacred past has faltered 
with more trembling steps upon. the 
threshhold of new age.

pened. Our government by the people, 
for the people has taken the plunge 
Not altogether on their own responsi- 
bility. The folly of an Hawaiian queer, 
the dull cruelty of Spanish rule, the

the eviaent wrong of leaving the is- 
landers to themselves, have cooperated. 
And this is plain. Whatever the fu- 
ture, we cannot be false to ourselves or 
our past. Though we annexed 20,000 isl- 
ands, we could do so only on the condi- 
tion of preparing them for and finally 
giving them self.government, and a 
share in the government of the whole 
nation. _ 
~And-this-I-hold:..That however much I 
would have had the events oth@rwise, 
however much I deprecate blatant as- 
sertions that the stars and*stripes can- 


not be hauled dowh “whére they “have- 


once been hoisted, and however little I 
credit that things will go well with us, 
simply because we aré swimming with 
the tide, I do not believe that the future 
is to be regarded with a coward heart. 
It is to be entered upon With'‘a spirit 
of deep humility:and heavy solicitude. 
We are preparing ‘for that which will 
make us, instead of a_ light-hearted 
giant, a weary Titan. In the pro- 
foundly-felt words of President McKin- 
ley, “God puts no nation in a supreme 
place that will not do supreme work.” 


.And the emphasis is on the last word. 


And still. the time has not come when 
an American must needs work without 
faith in himself an‘ hig, nation and the 
elorv thet God would have through 
this nation.

In a recently published interview, Pres. 
ident Lucius Tuttle of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad effectually dispdses of the 
so-called ‘Baltimore plan’’ to re-organize 
the present. basis of freight schedules 
adopted by the railroads of the United 
States by substituting a tariff of so much 
per ton per mile. : 

This scheme is the outgrowth of an 
effort on the part of the business men of 
Baltimore to forestall any unfavorable re- 
sult upon the export trade of that city 
growing out of the enforced dissolution 
of the Joint Traffic Association, and it is 
announced that they intend to petition

system of making railroad freight tarifts 
in. this countiy is superseded by any 
other arrangement, at the same time

every part of the country in the attempt 
to market its products and manufactures 
in every part of the world. A great sys- 
tem of railroads can give to every cus- 
tomer upon its line equal territorial fa- 
cilities “fot marketing its gooas; and 
through its connections with similarly 
powerful systems makes its customers 
competitors everywhere under the most 
advantageous conditidns, The effort of 
the railway manager today is directed to 
the cheapening of rates so that his cus 
tomets can get their goods into the mar 
kets of the world so as to compete with 
those situated upon other systems, rather 
than to get more money out of- the 
shippers or receivers upon his line, Thus 
the competition becomes territorial rather 
than local, and a great system, embracing 
as ction, can best deal with the question 
and give those within its jurisdiction the 
better and cheapest service. 

“The railroad. business is vot in a satis- 
factory way, notwithstanding the efforts 
of the Interstate Commissivn and the use 
of various expedients trom which much 
was expected. The solution of the piob- 
lem is one that taxes tne ingenuity of 


practical sailroad men.and they are very ~ 


much at @ joss what to do. Is it reason- 
able to opppcte that others who possess 
no natural aptitude for the work or ex- 
perience in it, can settle this’ matter as 
is proposed by the Baltimure plan? 
When each actin of the-country has its 
own ts tation system whose inter- 
est in establishing fair rates would be as 
great as the maintevance of them after- 
ward, then will the troubles now com- 
plained of disappear largely and a better 
state of things, prevail for everyone cen-

Mrs, Beatley Spoke, 


Mrs. Clara B. Beatley of Boston gave 
a thoughtful and entertaining address 
before the Women’s Alliance in the ves- 


try of the Unitarian church Monday 
afternoon. Her subject was ‘‘Moral Re- 
sponsibility and Temperament.” She 
was presented by Mrs. O. T. Howe, 
president of the alliance. 

Mrs. Beatley said that we are living 
every day in a mystery beyond our 
own finding out; we are taking part in 
a drama of the beginning of which we 
know not, of the end we never shall 
j; see. She declared that the only tiew to 
be entertained was that improvement 
is continually going on and all is com- 
ing right for mankind. ‘“‘What we want 
is faith,” she said. “We are here living 
in a world which has been ages form- 
ing and which is still going on. We have 
within ourselves the power to reflect 
upon it all, the power to contemplate, 
tO" apprehend-the -infinite...nind,._..al- 
though not to comprehend. The proh- 
lem is for each, given a world of mixel 
good and evil, to ask’ What is my own 
individual part; what capital have I 
to work upon. One's great object 
should be to become just such a crea- 
ture as he was born to be. God created 
us free existence, created us to mar or 
to make. 

What does moral 
ply? First, moral being capable of 
knowing law . Moral responsibility be- 
gins just as soon as law begins to be 
known and continues more as we know 
more of laws. Not until law is known 
is sin possible. Not all men have per- 
ceived law, but certain great leaders 
have perceived and given to their fel- 
lows. 

The question why do we not obey law 
brings us to the second part, the force 
of temperament; the word  tempera- 
ment suggests a fine adjustments of 
parts. All will admit that the original 
temperament is matter inherited. Em- 
erson describes it as the lens through 
which we view the throbbing life about 
us. In what relation does moral re- 
sponsibility stand to this matter of 
temperament? We are not responsible 
for our temperament but we are re- 
sponsible if it takes the reins and rules 
us. Too many lie back and say I in- 
herited this temperament and give up 
to it. We can change our temperament 
and this is a part of our work. 

The soul is the back ground of our 
being. We are all placed in an envir- 
onment of circumstance and so of tem- 
perament. And yet we know not the 
circumstance, we know not the temper- 
ament but there is the ever present 
ever waiting soul to guide us through 
the storm and therein is the way of 
life. It is never too late to begin upon 
any work. Age is no draw back to this. 
Chaucer wrote the ‘Canterbury ‘Tales’ 
avhen he was 60, Goethe finished ‘Faust’ 
when hé was 80. Pay

“There is noble self sacrifice but also 
ignoble. Before a person sacrifices him- 
self to another let him learn the bene- 
right of the other person to demand it:
